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Religious Stamps 


PECIALIZED collecting is the 
ideal method for the collector 
of moderate means. To make a 
complete collection of even one 
country is so expensive that most col- 
lectors are not able to afford it. Be- 
sides, confining oneself to one country 
is apt to become monotonous. To 
those who are thinking of a special- 
ized collection I would commend the 
collecting of stamps with a religious 
significance. ; 

A religious collection is ideal for 
several reasons. It is not so large a 
field as to be discouraging and yet it 
is large enough and varied enough to 
be stimulating and highly educational. 
If one cares for research the field is 
almost unlimited and the knowledge 
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to be gained almost a liberal educa- 
tion in itself. The fields open to choice 
in a religious collection are varied and 
interesting. They range from such 
small fields as collecting stamps bear- 
ing pictures of Christ to the whole 
varied field of religion in all of its as- 
Sociations. Some collect only stamps 
relating to the Christian religion. 
Others include other religions and the 
religions of mythology. There are in 
existence fine collections of “Stamps 
with Crosses”, “Stamps Commemor- 
ating Saints”, “Stamps Honoring 
Churches”, etc. Many other fruitful 
fields may be discovered. 

A blank album can be used and 
there is no limit to the beauty and 
artistry possible in the decoration of 
the pages. There are also available

loose-leaf pages with various numbers 
and sizes of stamp spaces without let- 
tering. These save considerable labor. 
Various sections can be arranged. The

lettering and description can vary, to 
suit your taste, from a line to a whole 
page. Stamps on the page can be 
arranged in the various forms of the 
cross or other religious symbols. Post- 
mark enthusiasts will find by consult- 
ing the list of post offices in the 
Postal Guide that most Bible names 
are represented in the list. There is 
Eden, N. Y., Eve, Ky., Seth, W. Va., 
and so on through the whole Bible.

_ From Palestine come some interest- 
ing religious stamps. On No. 66 is 
pictured the Citadel of Jerusalem. 
This is the present building on the 
site of the original Tower of David. 
This is a strong position and was al- 
ways the iast point in the city to be 
captured. No. 65 shows the Mosque 
of Omar. It stands on the site of 
Solomon’s Temple. In it is the Dome 
of the Rock which was the high altar 
of the Jewish Temple. On No. 73 is 
a view of the Sea of Galilee about the 
shores of which most of Jesus min- 
istry was carried on. Rachael’s Tomb 
is shown cn No. 63 and 64. This site 
is north of Bethelehem and is of 
great antiquity. The spot was known 





Pope Pius IX 
as Rachael’s Tomb in the time of 


Samuel. ‘The present building how- 
ever is reiatively modern. 

There are numerous issues of beau- 
tiful stamps issued in honor of the 
Saints of the Church. Some of these 
have connected with them intensely 
interesting stories. In 1926 Italy 
issued five stamps to commemorate 
the 700th anniversary of. the death of 
St. Francis of Assisi. The story .of 
St. Francis is one of the most fascin- 
ating in all religious history. He is 
known to all the Christian world as 
the most Christlike man who ever 
lived. Also from Italy comes a set of 
five stamps honoring St. Benedict of 
Nursia and the 1400th anniversary of 
Monte Cassino. Seldom have stamps

Per- 
haps as unusual as any stamp ever 
issued is the one in this set depicting 
St. Anthony preaching to the fishes. 
Czechoslovakia: has an issue honoring 
St. Vaclav. Hungary issued the beau- 
tiful St. Emery set in 1930. These 
two sets call attention to the little 
known but heroic tales of the winning 
of the barbarian Slavs and Huns to 
the Christian faith. From South 
America comes the Father Anchieta 
Issue of Brazil. He was the apostle to 
the Indians of Brazil. The Jesuit 
order, of which he was a member, 
sent him to Brazil to recover his 
health broken down by extreme aus- 
terities in following his faith. A 
rather unusual invalid, he evangelized 
the warlike native tribes, counting no 
hardship too great to endure. 

There are many stamps which have 
been issued bearing the pictures of 
historic churches and shrines. Five 
Belgian cathedrals grace a beautiful 
set of stamps. Of course there is an 
interesting history connected with 
each of these cathedrals. Czechoslo- 
vakia has been liberal with stamps 
bearing the pictures of churches and 
cathedrals but they cannot compete 
with the Belgian stamps from the 
standpoint of beauty. Bulgaria has 
several stamps bearing pictures of 
churches and monasteries. It is very 
difficult to secure information con- 
cerning these Bulgarian churches. 

Abyssinia, which is now very much 
in the public eye, has a stamp bearing 
the picture of the Cathedral Church 
of St. George in which the kings of 
Abyssinia are crowned. In connec- 
tion with the interesting claim of the 
Abyssinian kings to be direct descen- 
dants of King Solomon of Israel we

ID you ever see a copy of Ogil- 
vie’s stamp catalogue? One 
came in the mail the other 
day from China with the 
compliments of a correspond- 
ent over there and while the book has 
long since passed its usefulness 
(published in 1905) as an index to 
stamp issues, still it contains some 
advice to collectors that is as sound 
today as it was thirty years ago. 
“There are two ways | of collecting 
stamps,” wrote Ogilvie, “as there are 
of doing anything—the right way 
and the wrong way. We will take 
the latter first. Some people, espe- 
cially boys, are delighted with any- 
thing having the mere semblance of a 
stamp, no matter how torn or de- 
faced, all is fish that comes into their 
net, and a very mixed netfull it is. 
Abounding in forgeries and mere 
fragments of stamps, a school boy’s 
album is indeed a sorry sight.”

“Now this indiscriminate method 
of collecting stamps is of very little 
use, for half the specimens are neither 
useful nor ornamental, and utterly 
worthless from a money point of view. 
The right way to collect is quite dif- 
ferent—no torn specimens of stamps, 
be they rare or common, and although 
a dirty copy of a stamp is better than 
none, take the first opportunity of 
exchanging it for a better specimen. 
Commence by collecting as many dif- 
ferent issues as you can, and try to 
complete these issues. Keep before 
your mind the stamps you want to 
make up each set, and when buying 
stamps, buy these in preference to 
others of sets you are quite wanting 
in. 


“Having completed a set, your next 
step is to obtain varieties of the 
stamps composing that set, differing 
in color, watermark, perforation or 
paper, for all these things go to make 
up a good collection. (Ogilvie’s cat- 
alogue listings were not so complete 
as those of Scott or Gibbons or Vyert 
so it was necessary to tell collectors 
of thirty years ago that which is ob- 
vious today). A single specimen of 
each stamp makes a very poor show. 
If your stamp is imperforate, see that 
it has a good margin and is not clip- 
ped close to the design, for other- 
wise it might be a perforated stamp 
with the edges cut off, and so of no 
value (and now!) Look out for 
stamps on blue paper, for all such are 
rare. These owe their color to the 
chemical action of the gum on the 
paper, and are all old issues (written 
in 1905, of course). 


“Now how to collect stamps and 
where. There are two ways, from 
friends or dealers. The former will 
soon supply you with plenty of dupli- 
cates which you can utilize for ex- 
changes. (That was before everybody 
and his uncle collected stamps) With 
respect to dealers, be careful with 
whom you deal, for stamp dealers and 
horse dealers have much rascality in 
common. (Oh, Mr. Ogilvie. That’s 


being a bit rough on the trade of:

Mr. Ogilvie’s catalogue is quite 
simple. Too simple, in fact, for to- 
day’s collector. There are no illus- 
trations and in the United States sec- 
tion the printer suffered a relapse and 
listed the Newspaper issue of 1875 
in English pence and that must have 
caused no end of trouble. All the 
American match and medicine as well 
as four solid pages of local stamps 
are included in the United States 
section. Such private issues as the

The date, October 21, 1935, should 
be catalogued as significant in air- 
mail history, as a recent advertise- 
ment issued by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral for Trans-Pacific air mail serv- 
ice provides that bids will be received 
at the office of The Second Assistant 
until noon on that day. 

The route intended for transporta- 
tion of mails of the United States, its 
possessions and of foreign countries 
both ways, is specifically stated as 
from “San Francisco by Honolulu and 
Manila to Canton and return.” 

Not only is this trans-Pacific service 
being inaugurated for a more expedi- 
tious method of transporting mails 
between the United States and Ha- 
waii, the Philippines and the Far 
East, but it is expected to promote 
more friendly and better trade rela- 
tions with far eastern countries. 


This service may not be put in force

Michigan Centennial 


Apparently in the zeal to furnish 
our readers with information about 
Michigan history, we have advertised 
‘not wisely, but too well” a pamphlet 
presumably put out by the Michigan 
Centennial Committee. Having been 
informed by a member of the Michi- 
gan delegation to Congress of this 
fine publication, we suggested that 
readers, if interested, write the Com- 
mission for a copy. Apparently, the 
Commission was deluged by a flood 
of requests, and they are now asking 
that we please ask collectors to re- 
frain for writing for copies, as the 
booklet is not available for distribu- 
tion. 

Total sales figures for two stamps 
recently removed from the Agency 
list have been compiled. Of the Kos- 
ciusko 5c commemorative 45,138,217 
went into circulation; the Maryland 
3c stamp reached a total of 46,259,219. 

Those figures seem small, when va- 
rious other recent three-cent special 
issues or commemoratives have 
ranged anywhere from 49% million to 
over a billion, although a good aver- 
age probably is somewhere near 65 or 
70 million.

Last Wednesday we left you just 
as we were leaving to look over some 
old stuff for stamps and covers. Well, 
we went and looked, and sat through 
and auction which lasted all day, and 
then ended up by bidding in a couple 
of ancient spinning wheels. Which 
is a pretty bad anti-climax for a 
stamp hunting story. Next time we 
may have better luck. It’s old “hope 
which springs eternal” that keeps us 
looking. 


Mr. Eugene F. Watson has shown 
us a new variety on the 3c offset 529 
type 4. This is a dark horizontal cut 
extending from the background into 
the front of Washington’s forehead a 
distance of two millimetres. The 
plate number and position is not 
known but it has every appearance 
of being a constant variety and if 
any other collector locates it and the 
position the information will be ap- 
preciated. 


Mr. W. W. Gruber has found a 
white dot below the “P” in postage 
on stamp number 10 in the lower left 
pane of the imperforate Wisconsin 
plate 21240. Unfortunately our 
sheets do not have the same plate 
number so we cannot check whether 
or not this is constant. Will som- 
one having this sheet please let us 
know if they can locate the same 
variety ? 

Mr. Gruber also reports finding a 
3c rose of the 1861 used on cover 
with a series of raised and depressed 
squares diagonally across the stamp. 
While this sounds like it might be 
the essay of No. 79, we are doubtful 
about it and have asked that it be 
submitted for further inspection. 


This year it has been reported that 
the advance sheets for the United 
States section of the catalogue will 
appear last instead of first. This in-

20ec plus 10c carmine rose is in- 
scribed with the Motto of the Fascist 
Militia for National Safety: “Wood 
ailaments the fire which consumes it” 
— (Leonardo Da Vinci). The stamp 
pictures a group of Militiamen about 
a blazing fire. 

25c plus 15c green pictures the 
massed banners of the Fascist Militia. 

50c plus 30c purple, “Secrario dei 
Martiri” or “Sanctuary of the Mar- 
tyrs” of the Fascist Revolution, Rome. 
It is circular, built of dark marble. 
On its walls, instead of the names of 
the martyrs is written, repeatedly, the 
word “presente” (Present) supposed 
to be answered in spirit by the 
Heroes, at patriotic commemorations 
where they are mentioned. 

1.25 plus 75¢ blue, The Arch of 
Constantine recalling the Roman Le- 
gions. 

There is an airmail stamp in the 
set, a 50 plus 50c brown which shows 
the Fascist emblem and the Wing of 
the Roman Eagle, emblems of Italian 
Aviation. 

The set is a very attractive one and 
the total face value of only 4% Lire 
will make it popular with the col- 
lector.

built along the line of some definite 
group of stamps such as Religious 
Stamps, Animal Stamps, Ship 
Stamps, Architectural Stamps or any 
of the many other groups that could 
be named, will find the collection far 
more interesting, far more fascinat- 
ing and far more worth while than a 
hit and miss collection without any 
definite aim. 


COLLECTING Cover collecting 
COVERS reached its height a 

couple years back. 
Since then the interest in cover col- 
lecting has been on the wane and this 
has been due to the generally low 
grade of covers that have been offered 
for various events, also due to the 
fact that the matter of cover collect- 
ing has_ been commercialized. That 
is, special covers for historic com- 
memorations have been prepared and 
sold solely as a merchandising propo- 
sition. This class of covers has, how- 
ever, been of a uniformly good qual- 
ity, yet the futility of attempting to 
gather them has led many to drop 
their interest in covers. 

Covers have their followers how- 
ever and those who get the most in- 
terest and enjoyment from covers are 
those who have selected some definite 
line and have stuck to that line rather 
than grab anything in a cover that 
can be had. This latter form of col- 
lecting is both expensive and burden- 
some. A cover collection to give the 
fullest interest should be properly 
mounted and when it becomes too 
large the burden of cost makes that 
prohibitive, so we say, hew to a defi- 
nite line if you will collect covers and 
have the few that you do select prop- 
erly mounted and see that they are of 
some definite type of cover so that 
you may complete the story that your 
covers should tell 


ONE RESULT Perhaps one result of 

the mix up in the 
A. P. S. election will be a revamping 
of the rules and regulations regarding 
nominations.

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Dan’‘l Webster 3c 


Again philately has a stamp to its credit. Daniel 
Webster, intellectual giant, Lawyer, Senator, Secre- 
tary of State and candidate for President, has been 
pictured on various of our stamps. As the 150th an- 
niversary of his birth drew near efforts were made 
for a new stamp in his honor, but they did not succeed. 

As the 50th anniversary of his death approached, 
Prof. C. N. Allen of Dartmouth College, philatelist, 
suggested to Senator Moses a new stamp, and also 
that it be placed on first day sale at Dartmouth, where 
Webster was of the class of 1801, and Franklin, N. H., 
his birthplace. Both suggestions were accepted and 
then Exeter, N. H., where his education was begun, 
was added. 

It may be some consolation to us mortals of a minor 
mould to remember that Webster opposed the annex- 
ation of Texas and the war with Mexico, and that 
on the floor of the United States Senate he bitterly 
opposed the granting of funds for pushing the U. P. 
Railway to the Pacific coast, “because the western 
coast would never be inhabited.” 

The 3c—Daniel Webster—was issued the same day 
as the Wm. Penn stamp, October 24, 1932, flat plate, 
perf. 11, no wmk., and is recorded in violet of several 
shades, with some minor varieties of small importance. 
The picture is from a bust modeled by Daniel C. 
French and owned by the Congregational Church of 
Exeter. 

49,539,021 were issued, from plates 21034 to 21041, 
and 21046 to 21049. 

First day covers, Oct. 24, 1932, are from Franklin, 
Hanover and Exeter, New Hampshire, and from the 
Agency the next day. 


The 3c Oglethorpe 


Genl. James E. Oglethorpe and his band of colon- 
ists arrived at Savannah, Ga. on February 12, 1733, 
founded the state of Georgia and began the ending of 
Spanish dominion in our country. The 200th anniver- 
sary of this event was celebrated for long months in 
Georgia and the present stamp was issued in honor 
of the event. 

The success of the William Penn stamp with its 
unusual design was so great that the idea was followed 
in designing the Oglethorpe stamp, but it is generally 
considered as far inferior and only detracting from the 
Penn stamp’s beauty. Oglethorpe in his long wig and 
armor does not appear to advantage. The picture 


is taken from a photograph of the only existing por- 
trait of the Governor, painted by an unknown author 
and now owned by Oglethorpe University, Atlanta, 

The 3c—General Oglethorpe—was issued February 
12, 1933, flat plate, perf. 11, unwatermarked, and is 
recorded in several shades of violet, with numerous 
unimportant minor varieties. 


61,729,200 were issued, from plates 21096 to 99 
and 21100 to 21111. 

First day covers are from Savannah only. In order 
to get the correct date, Feb. 12th, the postoffice was 
kept open on a Sunday for the first time, and it is 
stated that 300,000 covers were mailed in addition to 
the sale of 450,000 stamps. 


The Newburgh Issue 


On April 19, 1783, eight years to the day after the 
Battle of Lexington, George Washington issued his 
Proclamation of Peace from his headquarters, the old 
Hasbrouck House on the banks of the Hudson at 
Newburgh, New York. The 150th anniversary of 
this great event in our history was commemorated by 
this stamp, the first to be issued under President F. D. 
Roosevelt, and said to have had the design personally 
selected by him. 

The picture is taken from an engraving of the 
Hasbrouck home which appeared in the New York 
Mirror in 1834. The house still stands, being part 
of a park owned by the State of New York. 

The 3c—Washington’s Hdgqrs. at Newburgh—ap- 
peared on April 19, 1933, rotary press, unwatermark- 
ed, perf. 10'% x 11, in violet, with light and deep 
shades, and with but two unimportant minor varieties. 

73,382,400 were issued, from plates 21118, 19, 20, 
21, 23 and 21124. 

First day covers, of which there were nearly +00,000 
are from Newburgh, N. Y., April 19, 1933, and 


the stamp was on sale at the Agency the following day.

Mr. Nick Augustin, to whom we are in-

Daprey of Sacramento, 
me he has a block of 
Cleveland, Qhio, postage dues with 
plate No. 20220 and wants to know 
how comes any dues are precancelled 
and what the ones he has are worth. 
Well right now no dues are supposed 
to be precancelled, a post-office ruling 


Dues were precancelled to facilitate 
the handling of mail. There is no 
doubt many instances that the pre- 
cancelling of dues saved the clerks a 
lot of labor. Since most of the mail 
requiring postage due was returned 
advertising, etc., it of course was not 
necessary to rush it back to the mail- 
er as it was out of date by the time 
it was returned any way. Such mail 
is now allowed to accumulate till a 
bundle of it is on hand then the num- 
ber of pieces counted and a stamp or 
few stamps are put on to pay the 
postage due fee for the whole works, 
if there were a hundred pieces in the 
bundle a dollar posstage due stamp 
would suffice for the lot instead of 
one hundred one cent stamps. So it 
can be seen that the need for postage 
due stamps in quantity was removed 
when they permitted the accumulat- 
ing of returned mail. The only other 
use would be for the few incoming 
packages and letters that are short of 
the required postage. The value of 
the Cleveland dues is very slight but 
since the particular piece in question 
is a block of four with plate number 
attached I would say 15c for the block 
a fair price. From E. J. Hubbard of 
Lima, Ohio, comes a pair of 2c dues

Coolidge Stamp Proposed 





Congressman Charles A. Plumley 
(V) has introduced a resolution for 
the issue of a special memorial stamp 
for the late president Calvin Coolidge. 

It would seem that Postmaster Gen- 
eral Farley could find no better excuse 
for the issuing of an additional stamp 
than to honor Calvin Coolidge and we 
feel that stamp collectors, without re- 
gard to political affiliation would ap- 
prove of the issue of such a stamp. 

Might it be possible that the stamp 
could be issued in the present stan- 
dard purple shade, an appropriate 
color and with a solid black border 
appearing around the stamp in the 
manner of the recent Hindenberg is- 
sue of Germany and the later Belgian 
Mourning issues. Such a combination 
would be very appropriate and would 
produce a beautiful stamp.
